Mrs. Pullman will come into possession of 
at least $3,000,000 in personal property and 
have a life interest of one-third in all the 
real estate left by her husband. 

This conclusion has been reached by Mrs. 
Pullman after two months’ reflection and 
after consultation with lawyers. 

It is said by those in a position to know 
that this will make ro difference in the 
bequests made by Mr. Pullman to his chil- 
dren and friends and to public institutions. 

The main provisions of Mr. Pullman's will 
were as follows: 


« To Mra. George M. Pullman, $50,000 in cash, 
income for life from $1,250,000, and the homestead 
at Prairie avenue and Eighteenth street. 

Tv. Mrs. Florence Lowden, daughter, wife of 
Frank Orren Lowden, $1,000,000, an island in 
the St. Lawrence River,:.and.Castie Rest, built 
on the same. 

To Mrs. Harriet Carolan, daughter, wife of 
Francis J. Carolan, $1,000,000. 

To George M. Pullman Jr., son, $3,000 4 year in- 


come. 
To Walter Sanger Pullman, son, $3,000 a year 
income 


To Royal Henry Pullman, brother, $50,000. 

To James M. Pullman, brother, $50,000. 

To Helen Pullman West, sister, $50,000. 

To Emma Pullman Fiuhrer, sister, $50,000. 

To the Pullman Free School of Manual Train- 
ing, $1,200,000. , 

Will Was a Surprise. 

When the will was probated it was thought 
a littie strange that Mrs. Pullman should re- 
ceive only a yearly income of $50,000, leav- 
ing her no personal property to dispose of 
by bequest. It was asserted that she and 
all the members of the family had known 
the contents of the document since it was 
drawn on Sept. 17 of this year and that its 
terms were agreeable to her. 

However, it was pointed out, should Mrs. 
Pullman follow in the footsteps of Mrs. 
Newberry and decide to decline the yearly 
allowance, she had a year in whith to do 
so and the privilege of changing her mind 
as often as she liked in that space of time. 

It was pointed out that the widow was 
practically given less than the daughters, 
and they were made the residuary legatees 
to divide between whom there might be 
several more millions not. disposed of. 

The fact that Mrs. Pu s decided 
to slg te lage “Of an income 
has in a measure brightened the prospects 
of héf two sons, who were cut off with a 
yearly allowance. Various stories have been 
in circulation that some provision outside 
the will had been made for them; that their 
sisters had agreed to give them a yearly 
allowance of $5,000 In addition to the $3,000 
left by Mr. Pullman. There is no truth in 
these stories. But, with a mother’s affec- 
tion for her sons, it is not unlikely, if they 
behave themselves, she will do something 
for them. However, going on the supposi- 
tion that Mrs. Pullman should divide her 
share among them, they will still have less 
than Mrs. Lowden and Mrs. Carolan, who, 
in addition to the cash left them, are the 
residuary legatees of the estate. 


Will Not Change Her Home. 

While Mrs. Pullman, under her election, 
will lose ownership of the homestead on 
Prairie avenue, obtaining only a third life 
interest in it, it is not thought that will 
make any change in her residence there. 
The summer home in Elberon, N. J., she 
already owns. Castle Rest, in the St. Law- 
rence River, was willed to Florence, but 
it was Mr. Pullman’s evident intention to 
make this a summer home for the family, 
for he said: 

“It is my especial wish that my said 
daughter shall each year keep open #aid 
island and Castle Rest from not later than 
the 26th day of July, which was my father’s 
birthday, until after the 14th day of August, 
which was my mother’s birthday, for the 
accommodation and enjoyment of all the 
descendants of my parents who may wish 
to visit and remain at said Castle Rest for 
the period during which it is so 6pen, or for 
any shorter time within said period.” 

It is not likely there will be gmny trouble 
in adjusting the real estate matters, as.all 
this property is non-productive and expen- 
sive to maintain, Mr. Pullman setting aside 
$100,000 to keep Castle Rest in operation. 

The statement that the estate will be able 
to pay Mrs. Pullman a dower of $3,000,000 
and still fulfill the other bequests shows that 
it is somewhat larger than the figure first 
given—$7 ,600,000. 

Neither of the executors, Norman B. Ream 
or Robert T. Lincoln, has been formally 
notified of Mrs. Pullman’s intention. 


CLOSE CALL FOR DR. PULLMAN. 


Brother of the Dead Sleeping Car Mag-

Lynn, Mass., Dec. 20,—[Special.]—The

jumped for it, but lost his balance and fell 
beneath the step, rolling on to the track. 
A young man saw him fall, and, grabbing 
him by the leg, pulled him off the track, the 
wheels just grazing his shoulder. The 
doctor was very much shaken up and some- 
what bruised. His only comment on his 
escape was: “I am old enough to have 
known better. I thank God that I learned 
better before it was too late.” He tried to 
reward his rescuer, but the young man 
would take nothing.

FREIGHT TRAIN RUNS AWAY. 


Dashes Down a Mountain Side a Mile 
a Minute and Wrecks Fifty 
Cars. 


Altoona, Pa., Dec. 20.—A freight train of 
thirty-one loaded cars, traveling down the 
mountain to this city tonight, became un- 
manageable in consequence of the slippery 
condition of the tracks, made the twelve 
miles from Gallitz into Altoona in as many 
minutes, and crashed into a freight train in 
the yards here directly in front of the pas- 
senger station. 

About fifty cars were completely broken 
up, and the Hollidaysburg passenger train, 
which was standing on the track outside the

The engineer and fireman of the runaway 
train were helped from the cab of the 
wrecked locomotive, and both were able to 
walk away. Three other trainmen were 
taken to the hospital. One of them is said 
to be fatally injured. A brakeman named 
Corbin is still unaccounted for, and is 
thought to be under the wreckage.

COMPROMISE OFFER DECLINED. 


Drainage Board Takes Action on the 
Adam Property in Joliet—State- 
ment of Finance. 


The Engineering committee of the Drain- 
age board yesterday declined to accept an 
offer in compromise for the balance of the 
Adam estate property along the right of 
way through Joliet at $40,000.

Today 
we older men are turning over the vast capi- 
tal of their experience and accomplishments 
to the younger generation, who are being 
prepared in our schools to lead the thought 
and industry of the future. There has been 
a tendency to ridicule the thouc~ht of our 
ancestors. We are surfeited with knowl- 
edge, and the luxury of our lives emasculates 
thé verity of our better being. We have 
come to have a feeble theology, which breeds 
an ethics of mere sentiment. Our fore- 
fathers would ask us to use some of their old 
terms long enough to understand them, and 
part chiefest of these is ‘ the sovereignty of 
od.’ 

“That was the very center of their think- 
ing, and according to our ablest men it re- 
mains the center of our best thought today. 
John Calvin had no use ,for the theology 
which lay level with man’s understanding. 
It is the only means by which we can accept 
the dignity of man. Only as we apprehend 
this truth do we apprehend the power of 
duty. God has a plan for every man’s life, 
for everything, and it is man’s duty to fol- 
low it and to interpret God’s thought. That 
alone gives him dignity. God's conception 
of me is for me the supreme good, and every- 
thing that helps me to that realization is 
right. He has created the state as well as 
the church. That foundation is indestructi- 
ble; it is the true foundation of the fellow- 
ship of man. 

“Our forefathers were perfectly sane in 
business, and in spite of the socialism and 
the revolutionary thought of today they 
laid the base upon which is builded our so- 
cial structure. There is a tendency to crowd 
back upon God the responsibility for our 
sins, but we want some stronger support 
for our young men. We want them to 
realize the sovereign power of God.”’ 

With the singing 6f ‘‘ America” by the 
entire gathering the evening was ended.

COMBINE OF CAR LINES. 


OFFENSIVE AND DEFENSIVE ALLI- 
ANCE PLANNED IN ILLINOIS, 


— ae 


Yerkes Believed to Be the Head and 
Front of the Scheme to Fight Ad- 
verse Bills in the General Assem- 
bly—Meeting Suggested for the 
Great Northern on Jan.5—Apparent- 
ly the Bloomington Road Seeks the 
Chicago Conference, 


As many of the street car companies in 
Illinois as can be got to go into the scheme 
are to be united into an organization for 
mutual benefit and to provide for a common 
offensive and defensive alliance at a meet- 
ing to be held at the Great Northern Hotel 
in this city on Jan. 5 next. 

The scheme originated in Chicago. It gen- 
erally is credited to the fertile brain of 
Charles T. Yerkes, who used the names and 
influence of the various street raliway com- 
panies in the smaller cities of the State to 
advantage during his Springfield campaign 
in advocacy of the Allen and Humphrey 
bills. But the new proposition is to have 
it fathered by the small companies in the 
minor cities, against whom the people have 
little or no grievances, and to have it appear 
that the Chicago lines were dragged into 
the combination. The call for the meeting 
accordingly was sent out from Bloomington 
and was signed by W. H. Patterson, Pres!- 
dent of the street car line of thatcity. It 
was sent to all street car managers in the 
State. It reads as follows:

THE BLOOMINGTON CITY RAILWAY,

Hostile Legislation Is Expected. 

The immediate necessity for this new or- 
gcnization lies in the fact that legislation 
affecting street railway interests is ex- 
nected at Springfield during the present 
special session. It is current gossip at that 
city that a bill taxing street railway compa- 
nies 2 per cent of their gross receipts, sim- 
ilar to the bill recently put in by Senator 
Dwyer attacking fast freight lines can be 
looked for any day, and it is proposed to get 
ready to fight it. 

Ordinarly Yerkes, as the person to be most 
affected by such a law, would be expected 
to take care of such a battle. He, hew- 
ever, would be practically helpless in such 
a contest, his only means of influencing 
legislative action being that he employed 
in the passage of the Allen bill. This Dill 
of course could be beaten by the same ar- 
guments, but they involve a great expend- 
iture of labor and other things. Mr. Yerkes 
thinks he knows a better and an easier way. 

The bill, if passed, of course would have 
to apply to all street car lines in the State, 
big as well as little. Some of them in the 
smaller cities of the State are not as well 
able as Mr. Yerkes to pay such a tax, end 
the bill would excite a sympathy for them. 
Besides, the officers of these smaller lines 
exert an influence over their Representatives 
at Springfield which Mr. Yerkes does not 
possess. Their help accordingly would be 
extremély valuable in the way of stopping 
this now talked of legislation or any other 
of a similar character which may be at- 
tempted by this or any other body of Illi- 
nois lawmakers. 


For a Unified Defense. 

The contemplated organization will have 
none of the features of a trust, so familiar 
to most combinations of corporations, as it 
is a feature of the street car business that 
it does not admit of competition. There are 
no competiting lines, cutting no rates, pool-, 
ing of earnings, or similar troubles in this 
business. Every line charges as much as its 
franchise will permit, runs as few cars as 
possible, and keeps all the money it can in its 
treasury. The only interest the individual 
lines have in common is when some such at- 
tack, as is now contemplated at Springfield, 
is made on the entire industry, and it is to 
rally to the common defense in this and sim- 
ilar times of danger the organization is con- 
templated. A common fund could be sub- 
scribed to meet the emergencies, and all the 
money would not have to come out of one 
pocket. 


CANADA’S RETALIATORY POLICY 


Introduction of a Bill at Ottawa to Pro- 
hibit the Exportation of Pine 
Sawlogs. 


Toronto, Ont., Dec. 20.—[Special.]—The 
Ontario government has at last announced 
its long-delayed decision on the export tim- 
ber question in the shape of a bill introduced 
in the Legislature this evening by J. M. 
Gibson, Commissioner of Crown Lands. 
The effect of this legislation will be that all 
pine sawlogs cut in Ontario after April 30 
next cannot be exported, and must be manu- 
factured into some kind of product in ‘his 
country. 

The commissioner, in the course of a two 
hours’ speech, reviewed the lumber clauses 
of the Dingley bill and repudiated the idea 
of imposing legislation of a retaliatory na- 
ture, but there was, he said, a preponderat- 
ing sentiment throughout the country in 
favor of home industry and the government 
must bow to the will of the people. At the 
same time, he expressed the hope that the 
negotiations between the United States and 
Canadian governments looking to more 
friendly reciprocal relations would be suc- 
cessful. 


LAND GRANTS IN WISCONSIN. 


Decision Affecting Those Given to the 
Omaha and the Northern Pa- 
cific Roads. 


—_— 


Washington D. C., Dec. 20.—The United 
States Supreme Court today in an opinion 
handed down by Justice Brewer affirmed 
the opinion of the ‘<Inited States Circuit 
Court of Appeals in the éontroversy between 
the Northern Pacific railroad company ahd 
the Musser-Sountry Land, Logging and 
Manufacturing company, involving the title 
to lands in Wisconsin. The lands affected 
are those within the limits of the grant to 
the Chicago, Milwaukee, Minneapolis and 
Omaha railway company in 1856 and the 
grants to the Northern Pacific in 1864. The 
land was withdrawn from sale by the Land 
Office under the first grant and the court 
held that inasmuch as the Northern Pacific 
grant ceded only land to which the United 
States had perfected title the land was not 
included in the Northern Pacific grant.

HE TRIES TO KILL TWO. 


GEORGE THURSTON SHOOTS MRS. 
LIZZIE PARKER AND HIMSELF. 


Woman, Seriously Wounded, Lies at 
Mercy Hospital and May Die, While 
Her Assailant Is Desperately Hurt 
at the County Jail—Almest No Hope 
for Him—Mrs. Emma Scott Escapes 
Uninjured—Tragedy at 412 Twenty- 
sixth Street. 


George Thurston shot and probably fatally 
wounded Mrs. Lizzie Parker and then fired 
a bullet into his own head in the woman's 
home, 412 Twenty-sixth street, at 9:10 
o'clock last night. 

After wounding his victim, and before 
turning the weapon upon himselt, Thurston 
firel one shot at Mrs.. Emma Scoit, Mrs. 
Parker’s sister, but it missed the mark. 

Mrs. Farker is shot in the right breast, 
left wrist, and hand. She is at the Mercy 
Hospital. The bullet which Thurston fired 
at himself took effect in his forehead. He 
was taken to the hospital in the County 
Jail. His death is expected hourly.

PROFESSOR WILLIAM SMITH OF THE KIRKSVILLE COLLEGE. 


Sergeant Stine of the Irving Park Station 
and the second man of the pair who came 
from Kirksville. 

Last night Dr. Smith wired THE TRIBUNE 
that he had no knowledge of the body- 
snatching other than that gleaned from the 
newspapers. He was told by telegraph 
what the grand jury had done, asked if he 
was in Chicago on Oct. 24, and invited to 
send a full story of what he knew about the 
case. He answered: 

‘“‘T have committed no offense against the 
laws of either Illinois or Missouri. Presi- 
dent Healy has seen fit to do a great deal of 
talking. When the time comes for me to 
speak I will do soina very decided manner.”’ 

The charge upon which the indictments 
were voted was burglary, and not body 
stealing, as was commonly expected. It 
seems that under the laws of Illinois a 
human body has no value unless it is ina 
grave. The theft of bodies outside of graves 
is not larceny, but the ghouls who visited 
the Dunning morgue broke open a door and 
took away with them the shrouds in which 
the bodies were wrapped. 


Defendants Do Not Appear. 

None of the defendants appeared before 
the grand jury. Statements made by Ulrich 
and Ludes were presented by Detective Ser- 
geant De Roche, who has had charge of the 
case. President Healy of the County board 
told the story of the robbery, and Detective 
Sergeant Ryan told of Ulrich’s identification 
of the picture of Smith. 

President Healy now will make an effort 
to secure Smith for trial in this county. He 
probably will send an officer to Kirksville 
with requisition papers, but the ways and 
means have not as yet been decided upoh. 
Capiases for Ulrich and Ludes will be taken 
out this morning. 

Mr. Healy is well satisfied with his success 
so far and what has been accomplished is 
due in'a large measure to his efforts. The 
clews which led to the arrest of Ludes were 
secured by him, and he himself located 
Ulrich and even arrested him. 

According to the story told the grand jury 
from some source Smith learned that bodies 
could be secured at Dunning. This inform- 
ant saw Ulrich and made a bargain with 
him. Smith and his companion came on 
from Kirksville and, according to Ulrich’s 
statement, met himself and Stine at Stine’s 
house. Ulrich told them where to find 
Ludes. The party separated and that night 
joined Ludes, who had the empty trunks on 
his wagon at a saloon near the morgue. 
They broke open the door, stole four bodies, 
and took them to an empty house nearby. 
Here they injected an embalming fluid, 
packed them in the trunks, and left Ludes, 
who kept them that night in his barn. 

The next day Ludes took them to the Dear- 
born Station, where Ulrich joined them. 
They waited until 6 o’clock and then secured 
claim checks for the trunks. Ulrich turned 
these over to Smith, who had the trunks 
taken to Wells, Fargo & Co.’s, where they 
were expressed to Kirksville as a consign- 
ment from the Chicago Floral company. 

Ulrich and Ludes have confessed. 


Instructions to the Jury. 

The December grand jury was sworn in 
and charged by Judge Horton in the morn- 
ing. 
“TIT have no special instructions nor am 
I aware of any special matters to come be- 
fore you,”’ said the court. ‘“* You will not be 
required to visit that jail during your term 
of service, which will only be for two weeks. 
There are not a large number of cases to bo 
heard this term. You should be careivil 
about indicting defendants charged with 
crime. Do not return indictments unless 
there is a reasonable prospect of conviction. 
Indicting a man on a trivial charge, which 
cannot be sustained in court, is a hardship 
upon the person so indicted. The prosecu- 
tion of such cases also brings the adminis- 
tration of justic into disrepute. The great- 
est criminals of the present; day are boys 
and young men under 21 years old. Do not 
hesitate to indict when the evidence war- 
rants it, but do not indict boys under 10 
years old. It is useless. The law says they 
cannot commit a crime.”

At 8:30 p. m. Thurston called at the house 
and asked to see Mrs. Parker. Half a dozen 
young men were in the kitchen drinking 
beer. Mrs. Scott and her 4-year-old boy, 
CHarlie, were also in the party. 

Mrs. Parker accompanied Thurston into 
the hallway, where they remained in con- 
versation for more thana half hour. They 
finally began,talking in loud and excited 
tones, and Mrs. Scott, accompanied by her 
little boy, stepped into the hallway to see 
what was the matter. As they did so Thurs- 
ton drew a revolver from his pocket and 
began firing. Mrs. Parker threw up her left 
arm, as if to protect herself, and the first 
two bullets shattered her wrist and hand. 
The third buried.itself in her right breast 
and she sank to the floor, 

Mrs. Scott screamed and attempted to 
escape, when the infuriated Thurston fired? 
a shot at her. She sank to the floor from 
fright. 

Then Thurston, probably thinking she was 
wounded, placed the revolver to his fore- 
head, pulled the trigger, and dropped un- 
conscious to the floor. 

Policeman John Connelly of the Twenty- 
second Street Station heard the shots. He 
burst open the outer hall door. He found 
Thurston and Mrs. Parker lying side by 
side. Mrs. Scott had leaped to her feet and 
ran with her little boy to the rear of the 
house. 

Thurston was taken at once to the County 
~Jail Hospital in the Twenty-second street 
patrol wagon. At midnight he had-not re- 
gained consciousness, 

A physician was called to attend Mrs. 
Parker, after which she was taken to Mercy 
Hospital in the Harrison street ambulance. 
While the wound in her breast is of a serious 
nature it was said she might recover. 

Thurston always has been a hard working 
young man. The police say his previous 
record is good.

WESTERN LEAGUERS ADJOURN. 


Fail to Select the Eighth C]lub—Anson 
in Conversation with Some of 
the Magnates. 


Captain Anson appeared on the scene yes- 
terday at the Great Northern Hotel, where 
the Western league magnates were in ses- 
sion trying vainly to agree upon the eighth 
club of their circuit, and the big baseball 
man had a consultation with some of the 
Western club owners. 

That it was of significance and probably 
was largely responsible for the action of 
the league in adjourning without taking any 
final action on the subject that it came to- 
gether especially to consider appears prac- 
tically certain. 

At 5 p. m. the league adjourned, to meet 
again in Kansas City in February, at the 
schedule meeting. The question of select- 
ing the eighth club in the circuit was “ re- 
ferred to a committee,”’ which President 
Johnson is to select. This is only another 
way of saying the subject was postponed. 
The league wants to find out a few things 
before it decides the important point, and 
the thing, probably, that it is most anxious 
to hear about is what chance there is of 
Captain Anson getting and taking a Western 
league franchise in this city. 

As has been explained before, this 1s 
something that hinges on the consent of the 
‘National league club here. The latter must 
give its consent before the club of another 
league can be established in Chicago. More- 
over, the club must be entirely independent 
of the National league club, else the West- 
ern. magnates will not vote Chicago in, as 
they do not want another'“‘ farm ’’ team, 
such as Indianapolis is called. : 

There is reason to believe Captain Anson 
intimated yesterday that he would not be 
averse to taking a Western league fran- 
chise here. It is generally conceded that 
the plan would be profitable, but whether 
Captain Anson thinks he can get the con- 
sent of the major league team to the e¢s- 
tablishment of a Western league club in 
Chicago is problematical. Some think that 
his influence with the owners of the Chi- 
cago club is sufficient for that. 

On the other hand, it is theught possible 
Captain Anson may be willitig to take a 
Western league franchise in some other 
city—most probably Omaha. It is certain 
that the minor league would welcome the 
big manager with open arms. Said Mr, 
Vanderbeck of the Detroit club: 

**'We are anxious to dispose of the fran- 
chise this time to some reliable, substantial 
man. All of us are tired of this trouble 
every year in completing our circulit.’’ 

Leaving Chicago out of the question, it 
looks as if the chances of Omaha and Grand 
Rapids were about equal for getting the 
eighth place, with Des Moines and Toleda 
as rank outsiders. Messrs. Frick and 
Stroebel, however, the applicants from 
these two places, remained until the close 
of the meeting and are letting no oppor- 
tunity pass to secure the place. It is said 
James McKee, one of the Omaha applicants, 
yesterday announced he could not furnish 
the guarantee demanded by the league and 
withdrew his application. This, however, 
will not interfere with the chances of a 
franchise going to Omaha. 

The committee that is to consult with the 
Eastern league on the subject of salaries, 
A post-season series between the league 
champions, and amendments to the national 
agreement was appointed yesterday. In ad- 
dition to President Johnson, Messrs. Van- 
derbeck and Comiskey will go to the Buffalo 
conference. 

The date of the spring schedule meeting 
of the Western league was changed from 
Feb. 28 to Feb. 24, tn order not to conflict 
with the National league meeting in St. 
Louis, 

Captain Anson and President Hart yes- 
terday had a consultation in the office of 
the Chicago league club in the Fisher Build- 
ing. It was the first time they had met 
since the Philadelphia meeting and since 

_ the talk has become so general @egarding 
Captain Anson severing his connection with 
the club. Neither wquid give out any par- 
ticulars as to the nature of their conference, 
which, however, appeared to be entirely 
friendly. 

, Captain Anson last night denied that his 
visit to the Great Northern Hotel was for 
the purpose of conferring with the Western 
league delegates. ‘‘I am connected. with 
the Chicago league club,"’ said he, “and 
have made no plans regarding a change. I 
have made no effort to see any Western 
league men on the subject of a franchise."

Leaves Home in Order to Avoid Being 
Taken to an Asylum for Re- 
 ligious Mania. 
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DIFFER OVER RULES, 


Faculty and Students Take 
Sides at Northwestern. 


BUT FEW WANT A CHANGE 


Director. Bryan Says the West 
Knows Little of Football. 


OPINION OF PROF. J.8. CLARK 


Whether Northwestern University wiil 
stand with Chicago, Illinois, and Michigan 
in reference to the proposed changes in the 
football rules, or whether the Evanston 
echool will give the right hand of fellow- 
ship to Wisconsin in opposition to any 
changes without reference to the East, 
Northwestern itself does not seem to knuw. 

Whatever action is taken when the report 
of the rules committee comes before the 
Northwestern Athletic board, it is safe to 
predict that it will not be unanimous. From 
present indications the students and the 
faculty members of the committee will be 
on different sides of the fence, and a bitter 
fight is in prospect. 

At the meeting of the athletic committee 
that passed upon the rules proposed 
by the tollege conference nothing was 
said about the changes of the foot- 
ball rules. It is understood, however, 
that the faculty members of the committee 
are infavor of changes, even if the West 
has to make them independently of the Hast. 
The students, on the other hand, .are more 
conservative and will probably oppose any 
new rules that the Hast has not proposed or 
is willing to concur in. 

Professor J. Scott Clark, chairman of the 
University Athletic board, was yesterday 
asked to give a forecast of the probable at- 
titude of the committee when the report of 
the Rules committee was presented for con- 
sideration. He said: 

‘*T have not talked the matter over with 
any of the other members of the comiaittee 


‘and anything I can say will therefore be 


merely my personal opinion. I have all 
along thought that if any rules could be 
made that would lessen in any way the 
roughness of football, they ought to be made. 
In view of the well-known position of THE 
TRIBUNE and some other papers on the sub- 
ject of football, I thought the time was 
ripe for reform in regard to the roughness 
of the game, if reform Is possible.” 


Professor J. Scott Clark’s Opinion. 


‘‘T made the motion at the conference that 
called the Rules committee into being, and I 
hope some changes can be made that will 
suit every one concerned. Northwestern 
wants to see roughness eliminated from foot- 
ball as much as possible, but we would pre- 
fer to see the East and the West go hand in 
hand in the reform. While I cannot say 
positively what our committee will do when 
the new rules are presented to it, yet J be- 
lieve I am safe in saying that Northwestern 
will take its stand with the other colleges of 
the West. I am inclined to think this will 
be the result even if changes are adopted 
that do not meet with the favor of the East, 
provided of course the changes are not too 
radical. 

‘* As to the action of Wisconsin in with- 
drawing its representative from the Rules 
committee I have no criticism to make, ex- 
cept that I cannot see the purpose of Dr. 
Elsom coming all the way from Madison be- 
fore he resigned, when he could have done 
it just as well before the meeting of the 
committee. I believe Wisconsin will stand 
by the other Western colleges and that some 
compromise rules can be arranged that will 
not be obnoxious to any of the colleges. If 
all the conference colleges with the excep- 
tion of Wisconsin adopt a change of rules I 
do not see how the six can play the Wiscon- 
sin eleven unless it agrees to play under the 
changed ruies.”’ a 

W. T. Bryan, the director of athletics and 
manager for next year’s Northwestern foot- 
ball team agrees with Professor Clark in the 
belief that in the end Wisconsin will be 
found in line with the rest of the “ big 
seven.’ He said: 

“In regard to the action of Dr. Elsom 
withdrawing from the committee, I suppose 
Wisconsin feels the sameasIdo. Stagg had 
no right to ask Hoaglund to appear before 
the committee. 

‘I do not believe that the West should go 
ahead without the East for the reasons that 
have so often been given—that enough ifs 
not known about football In the West to 
warrant changes here. Changes are being 
made in the Mast every year and it seems to 
me it will not be very long before the game 
of football in this country will be entirely 
changed. We are drifting back to the Rugby 
game and it will come in time.” 


Students Against Revision. 


Among the students’ opposition to any 
changes without the initiative being taken 
by the East is strong. Northwestern stu- 
dents do not appear to have an overwhelm- 
ing respect for their Athletic board, and 
think their opinions on subjects athletic are 
scarcely worth considering. Captain Hun- 
ter of the football team gave the following 
as his opinion of the acti6n his college would 
take on any proposed changes in rules: 

“If all the Western colleges, with the ex- 
ception of Wisconsin, agree upon changes 
in the football rules that the East has not 
initiated or concurred in, it is my opinion 
that Northwestern will stand with Wiscon- 
sin. The students here are heartily op- 
posed to the West's threatened independ- 
ence of the East. The football men object 
to any changes at all, for they fear the game 
will lose some of its attractiveness if it is 
tampered with. 

‘*T have thought all along that the Hast 
would make all the changes that are neces- 
sary, and for this reason I have not given 
the action of the Conference Rules commit- 
tee much thought. We all think up here 
that there is a good deal of ‘ bluff’ in the 
committee idea, so that we have not been 
greatly disturbed by the threatened changes 
in the rules. 

‘IT am so sure that the East will make 
all necessary changes that I have not given 
much thought to the question of what 
changes are necessary. There has been a 
great cry raised against mass plays. Asa 
matter of fact, few men are hurt in such 
plays—that is, seriously hurt. They may 
get bruised, but it is the open plays that 
people are hurt In. Keeping all the men in 
line will not abolish mass plays, although 
they will be made slower. I believe the 
Eastern Rules committee, when it meets, 
will abolish the ‘ guards’ back’ play, for it 
is by that play that Pennsylvania has beaten 
them all. 


Would Make More Open Play. 

“It seems to me that the only way to 
bring about a more open game is to in- 
crease the distance to be gained in four 
downs. In regard to the rules of scoring, I 
have very decided views. In my opinion 
a touchdown should count as at present, a 
goal from touchdown, one; a drop kick or 
a place kick from the field, three; and a 
safety the same as it countsnow. What we 
need most in the West is competent officials 
and they seem to be improving.”’ 

The all-powerful Evanston Athletic club 
apposes any changes, as does also Van 
Doozer, the head coach forthis year, With 
this opposition, the probability of North. 
western standing with the majority of the 
Western institutions in any c that 
may be made without the Hast, is doubiful.

DEATH OF CHARLES DANIELS. 


Chief Justice of New York for Twenty- 
eight Years and Twice Elected 


to Congress. 


Buffalo, N. Y., Dec. 20.—Charles Daniels 
was stricken with paralysis in his office in 
this city this afternoon and died tonight. 

Charles Daniels was born in New York 
City in 1828 and was apprenticed to a shoe- 
makcr at an early age. While working at 
his shoemaker’s bench he studied law and 
was admitted tothe barin Buffalo. His legal 
career was brilliant. He was first a County 
Judge and was elected to the Supreme Court 
in 1863. _He was appointed by Governor 
Seymour to hold the office of Chief Justice 


of that court until Jan. 1, 1864. He was | 


twice re@élected and held office until the last 
of December, 1891, a period of twenty-eight 
years. 7 
After his retirement from the bench on 
account of the age limit, Judge Daniels was 
twice elected to Congress from the Thirty- 
third District, serving with much 
in both the Fifty-third and Fifty-fourth 
Congresses. Since the close of his Con- 
qrtesona career he had practiced law in 
uffalo.

Commissioner Wright offered a resolution 
calling the attention of thé charitable or- 
ganizations of the city to the depleted state 
of the County Treasury and the necessity 
of the organization doing all they can to re- 
lieve the suffering poor. On account of the 
shortage of funds the resolution states that 
the County Agent is compelled, in order to 
live within his appropriation to refrain from 
giving out both coal and meat.

The motion was beaten by 8 to 6. 

Bids were also received for supplying the 
county institutions with ice, milk, yeast, 
dieting jurors, clothing, advertising, and re- 
moving ashes. They were all referred tothe 
Public Service committee. 

The bids for the county’s advertising were 
submitted by the Daily Republican at five 
cents an agate line and by the Dispatch at 
4% cents an agate line. 

Only one bid—from the Le Grand Hotel— 
was received for the dieting of jurors. 

The County board agreed to settle the 
claims of the employés of the Torrens land 
department under Recorder Chase by sub- 
mitting the legal questions involved to three 
Judges of the Superior Court. 


PRIVATE WADDELL GOES OUT. 


One Who Testified Against Lovering 
Honorably Discharged on His 
Own Request. 


Private Edward L. Waddell, Company H, 
Fourth Infantry, Fort Sheridan, one of the 
witnesses agafnst Captain Lovering in the 
recent court-martial proceedings, has been 
granted an honorable discharge by the Sec- 
retary of War. Waddell leaves the service 
at his own request. The discharge papers 
arrived yesterday from Washington, and 
will be handed to Waddell this morning. It 
was reported that Waddell had been let out 
of the service because of his connection with 
the Lovering affair, but this proved to be 
untrue. 

‘“*‘T have been in the service only about 
eighteen months,”’ said Waddell, ‘° and am 
glad to get out of it. There is no future in 
it for a young man. My mother has been 
anxious for me to leave, and secured me 
the promise of a $50 a month job providing 
I was able to get a discharge. she trst 
wrote to Captain Bubb of my company. He 
indorsed the letter, and the request was 
granted. My mother stated that my earn- 
ings were needéd for her support, and that 
is true.”’ 

‘“* As far as my own knowledge is concerned 
I do not believe that the Lovering matter 
had anything to do with Waddell leaving the 
army,’ said Captain W. H. Bubb. “If I 
had thought this was the case I would not 
have indorsed the letter from his mother.”

SPLIT ONPOLICEBIL 


Two Ideas Advocated in the 
Union League Club. 


EK. BANNING HAS A PLAN. 


Would Have a Board Appointed 
by Circuit Judges. 


BI-PARTISAN IN CHARACTER. 


The Union League club had a lively session 
yesterday over the metropolitan police com- 
mission bill. The resolutions submitted by 
the Political Action committee, which oppoge 
the bill on the ground that it is against the 
home rule policy and civil serv.ce reform, 
found a rival in a set of resolutions drawn 
up and submitted by Ephraim Banning fa- 
voring a bipartisan commission to be ap- 
pointed by the Circuit Court Judges. 

John H. Hamline and W. H. Harper de- 
bated the home rule question at length, Mr. 
Hatper coming out squarely agcinst the 
Political Action committee. 

After discussion the matter was laid over 
for a week in order to have a fuller attend- 
ance, 

In the absence of the President, Vice Pres- 
ident Lester L. Bond presided, and in the 
absence of William P. Williams, John Far- 
s0n was, on motion of Walter C. Hately, 
chosen secretary. 

E. A. Bancroft presented the resolutions 
of the Political Action committee, which 
were as follows: 

Resolved, That it is the sense of the Union 
League club of Chicago, that its members are 
opposed to the passage of the proposed Metropoll- 
tan police bill, for the following reason: 

(1) Because it is contrary to the principle of 
local self-government;—the right of the people 
of the city to say by whom their local affairs shall 
be administered; 

(2) Because it is the first step toward destroying 
the civil service law by removing from the super- 
vision of the commission, provided by said law, a 
large portion of the city employés, and encourages 
— attempts to weaken and impair said 

w. 

(=) It multiplies offices, divides responsibility, 
and confuses the citizen who seeks to locate the re- 
sponsibility for inefficiency of the police force; and 
it persuades the force itself that the people do not 
intend that any system other than the spoils sys- 
tem shall be observed in municipal affairs. Be it 
further 

Resolved, That we urge every member of the 
Senate and House to vote against said bill, and 
that a copy of these resolutions be sent by the 
secretary of the club to every member of the Senate 
and Houee. 


Mr. Banning’s Resolutions. 

Ephraim Banning then introduced the fol- 
lowing resolutions: 

Whereas, While we believe and strongly con- 
tend that the Police department of the City of Chi- 
cago should be and remain completely separated 
and wholly independent of and uninfluenced by 
partisan politics, still we also desire to record our 
deep conviction that as at present controlled an4 
managed, it seems impossible to secure this most 
desirable necessary result, so long as the Police 
department shall be under the domination of par- 
tison political influences; therefore, be it 

Resolved, That we earnestly urge upon the Gen- 
eral Assembly the passage of a measure that shall 
create a bipartisan Police board for Chicago, to 
be appointed by the Judges of the Circuit Court 
of Cook County, said board to hold office for such 
a term of years as shall remove at once the serious 
and well-founded objections incident to biennial 
partisan Mayoralty elections; and providing also 
that the members of said board shall not be re- 
movable, except for misconduct, incompetency, 
or gross neglect of duty, and then only after due 
and full opportunity shall be given such offending 
member or members to be regularly tried by said * 
Circuit Judges, and such trial shall be had and 
based on written charges, regularly filed, and 
made by one or more reputable citizens of the City 
of Chicago. 

Motion to Adjourn Carries. 


E. A. Pancroft raised the point of order, 
which was sustained, that the Banning res- 
olutions were not germane to the question. 
Mr. Banning then made a motion to ad- 
journ, and it prevailed after a lengthy dis- 
cussion. 

John H. Hamline said he opposed the police 
bill on the same ground that he opposed 
the Allen and the gas bills—because it con- 
travened the principle of home rule, placing 
the control of the affairs of the City of Chi- 
cago in the hands of persons not responsible 
to the people of Chicago. 

W. H. Harper announced that he took no 
stock in the home rule idea. He thought 
great good often resulted from an :nfusion 
of new blood and from calling on the virtu- 
ous countryman for assistance in the prob- 
lem of giving Chicago good and decent gov- 
ernment. He instanced the Harper high 
license bill. 

George E. Adams spoke in opposition to 
the bill on the ground that it was a blow at 
civil service, which Chicago is struggling 
to intrench, 3 

George P. Jones talked against both the 
city and State governments. He said both 
appeared to be equally reputable or other- 
wise, and thought ‘the Union League club 
would be unwise to soil its hands by at- 
tempting to interfere in the fight. 

Francis A. Riddle said that inasmuch as 
the club was, like other reform organiza- 
tions, asking for assessment reforms it was 
unwise to attack the General.Assembly, and 
consequently he favored non-action. 

E. F. Cragin and Nelson Thomason also 
spoke. 

There were 120 members of.the club pres- 
ent. The motion to adjourn prevailed, many 
thinking the whole club should be present, 
inasmuch as differences of opinion had 
arisen.

GIVES IT A BLACK EYE. 


PENSIONS COMMISSIONER POINTS OUT 
CIVIL SERVICE FLAWS, 


He Favors a Ten-Year Tenure of Office 
and Says He Could, if Permitted, 
Discharge 100 Clerks in His Depart- 
ment Without Crippling the Work— 
His Most Efficient Assistants, Ue 
Asserts, Are Those Appointed Under 
the Spoils System. : 


Washington, D. C., Dec. 20.—Commission- 
er of Pensions Evans today appeared before 
the Senate Committee on Civil Service and 
Retrenchment, which is conducting an in- 
vestigation into the operation of the civil 
service system. Mr. Evans was questioned 
at length by Senators Lodge and Pritchard 
about the civil service system and its appli- 
cation to the Pension Office force. He ex- 
pressed the opinion that the law did not 
accomplish the results its friends insisted 
that it did. The best men in his office were 
those who had come in under the so-called 
“spolls system,"" They did their duty and 
expected to hold their positions by so doing. 
The Pension Examining boards, he said, 
ought not to be in the classilied service, as 
it as desirable to secure men as members of 
euch boards who had wide surgical experi- 
ence—army experience, if possible—and such 
men would not enter Into competition for the 
places with young nen just out of college. 
He thought, however, that the entire sys- 
tem of appointing was wrong and that all 
of them ought to be under a uniform system 
of appointment. 

The commissioner believed that the head 
of a bureau was in the best qualified posi- 
tion to pass upon the efficiency of a clerk, 
and that he ought not to be hampered in re- 
moving a clerk for inefficiency. If per- 
mitted to do so he could remove at least 100 
clerks from his office without affecting the 
efficiency of the force. 

He thought it would be desirable to have 
a definite tenure of office, not exceeding ten 
years, so that every year about 10 per cent 
of new blood could be infused into the force. 
This would do away with the abuses result- 
ing from some clerks remaining in office too 
long. The commissioner thought some re- 
form would have to be enacted or the coun- 
try would have the infliction of a civil pen- 
sion list. He believed it was a mistake to 
include in the classified service the special 
examiners, medical boards, chiefs of di- 
visions, and all others receiving salaries ex- 
ceeding $1,400. 

The committee appointed at the House 
civil service conference ten days ago to 
draft modifications of the civil service law 
met today and went over the varicus bills 
pending before the House. The committee 
expects to have a measure framed by the 
time Congress meets next month. [ts mem- 
bers are opposed to the present law as In- 
cluding too many offices within ita scope. 

Mr. Brosius of Pennsylvania, chairman of 
the House Civil Service committee, had an 
extended conference with the President 
about the operation of the civil service law. 
The President is availing himself of the op- 
portunity to talk freely with Senators and 
Representatives concerning the law and the 
effort that it is now being made to secure 
its modification. He is being urged to ex- 
cept some positions that are now in the 
classified service, but at the White House it 
is said that he has not yet seriously consid- 
ered the question of modifying the law. 


PLANS FOR ALASKA RELIEF. 


Secretary Alger Cables for Reindeer 
and Will Investigate the Subject 
of Condensed Food. ~ 


Washington, D. C., Dec. 20.-Secretary 
Alger today cabled to William Kjellmann, 
the chief government reindeer herder, who 
is now in Alten, Norway, to inform the War 
department immediately how soon 600 rein- 
deer can be shipped to this country. These 
are wanted for use as draft animals in get- 
ting supplies to the miners in the Klondike 
region. 

Secretary Alger has determined, after ad- 
vising with the miedical officers of the War 
department and persons who have had much 
experience in arctic regions, to make large 
use of condensed food preparations. Not 
only will the meats taken -be in the most 
concentrated form, but particular efforts are 
making to secure condensed preparations of 
vegetables, such as potatoes and onions. 

The State department has already asked 
the British government to request of the 
Canadian government permission to pass 
these stores through Canadian territory free 
of duty. : . 

A response has been received to a recent 
letter from Secretary Gage to the Canadian 
Commissioner of Customs, requesting in- 
‘formation as to bonding miners’ outfits 
through Canadian territory en route from 
Juneau, Alaska, by way of the Chilkoot Pass 
and the Yukon River to Circle City, Alaska. 
The commissioner says: 

“Imported goods as above described shall 
be reported to the Canadian custom house, 
Lake Togish, and may be entered for expor- 
tation there on the usual form, or, ‘ in tran- 
sit’ in duplicate. The goods may then be 
delivered without payment of duty, to be 
carried to their destination out of Canada. 
A duplicate oftheentry in transit, duly 
signed and marked with the proper customs 
stamp, shall accompany each shipment of 
goods conveyed by a bonded carrier. Articles 
usually classed as travelers’ baggage are to 
be passed free without entry.’’ 

Commissioner McDougall, in a letter ac- 
companying these regulations, says they are 
framed with the desire to afford the utmost 
facilities for the traffic in question compati- 
ble with security to the revenue. 


Decides Ebanks Must Hang. 


Washington, D. C., Dec. 20.—The court 
today affirmed the decision of the lower 
court in the case of J. J. Ebanks, a convicted 
murderer of California, basing its decision 
on that in the Durrant case. Argument of 
the Laclede Gas company case was post- 
poned until Feb. 21. 


To Head Off the “ Sooners.” 


Washington, D. C., Dec. 20.—Interior de- 
partment officials are watching the opera- 
tions of the land boomers who, it is alleged, 
are making arrangements to enter the 
lands of the Wichita, Kiowa, Apache, and 
Comanche Indian reservations in Okla- 
hema. A treaty for the opening of the lat- 
ter is now pending before Congress. S.»me 
of the iiterature of the persons who are 
working up the boom has been received at 
the department, in which commissions of 
membership are offered for sale at the rate 
of $5 each. The Indian Agents have been 
warned of the propesed movement and have 
been directed to call on the military to us- 
sist in preventing any forcible occupation of 
the lands.

Charles F. Lummis Tells Tales of Peru 
and Mexico in “The Enchanted 
Burro ”—Mr. Embree Also Deals 
with the Mexican Frontier in “ For

«One Man Who Was Content.”

Mr. Lummis can lay 

claim, to a dozen costly and arduous years 

em in gaining the acquaintance with 

Spanish America that underlies these inter- 

esting tales. He has gathered his inspira- 

tion all the way from the Andes of Peru to 
the plains of New Mexico. 

- Mr. Lummis’ tale-telling powers are al- 

ready fairly well known among both young 

and old readers, and it is only necessary to 

say that the fourteen stories in this volume 

are of his best. The initial one, ‘‘ The En- 

chanted Burro,” is a rather grewsome ac- 

count of how a Comanche disguised himself 

in the skin of a burro and went about strik- 

ing terror and a big knife into his Mexican 

enemies. But it is told with skill and with 

accurate local color. ‘‘ The Mummy Min- 

er’ tells how a poor boy of Peru became 

suddenly rich by falling into an old ruin left 

by the Incas and finding a rare image made 

of gold and silver—for ‘‘ Peru is the Amer- 

ican Egypt in antiquity, and a more than 

Egypt in richness.”’ 

One of the best of these stories is “‘ A Boy 
of the Andes,”’ which tells how little Ramon 
Ynga saved two brawny American travelers 
when they fell dying of mountain sickness 
on one of the Andes peaks that they were 
trying to scale. “ A Daughter of the Misti” 
deals with a revolution that was nipped in 
the bud by a girl and an earthquake. 

And so one might go through the volume 
finding a different yet adequate kernel to 
each story. Most of them are in a style 
suited to young readers, but the volume asa 
whole will find many an adult pushing ea- 
gerly through to the last page. The volume 
has a strikingly attractive cover and many 
fairly good illustrations.

Charles Fleming Embree is another teller 
of tales who has drawn upon the romance of 
the southwestern frontier with its com- 
mingling of Spanish and Yankee civiliza- 
tions for the inspiration of a dainty volume. 
The book takes its title from the first of the 
tales it contains, “‘ For the Love of Tonita,” 
a most praiseworthy study of social distinc- 
tions between Castilians and the Mexicans 
tinged with the Indian blood. In this limited 
field it is quite new, and fairly engrossing. 

In frank and entire contrast is the story 

following, ‘‘ A Compulsory Duel,” wherein 
a.l the characters are Americans. They 
make a rather paltry showing after the 
romantic tinging which Spanish blood al- 
ways lends, but they are equally true to 
life, and the humor attests Mr. Embree’s 
‘versatility. The other narratives, none of 
them long and all of them easy to read, 
occupy themselves with a variety of sub- 
jects, tragic and comic, one of the real dis- 
coveries of the book being the old shepherd, 
Sesca, bewildered beyond his capacity by 
the sudden divergence of his love for his 
daughter and his love for his flock. 

There has been little written in the way 
of a novel of this fascinating country, with 
its variegated climate and interests, a fact 
which the author here should seize upon,

TAKES A RIDE ON AN AVALANCHE 


Joe Bradley Slides Down the Side of 
Pike’s Peak and Lives to Tell 
the Story. 


Colorado Springs, Colo., Dec. 20.—[Special. ] 
—Joe Bradley, a miner and prospector of 
Cripple Creek, was brought into this city 
yesterday in a critical condition, the result 
of riding an avalanche on Pike’s Peak last 
Friday 

Bradley relates a terrible experience. He 
says that aman whose name he did not know 
was with him coming over the mountain 
from Cripple Creck to Colorado Springs. 
When near the summit of the peak the way 
became obscure and the two men climbed 
to the top of an eminence endeavorirg to 
find the trail. While at this point, says 
Bradley, ‘“‘ The whcle mountain side seemed 
to give a lurch and at a terrific speed moved 
downward. After what seemed to me an 
age had elapsed I was thrown against a 
stump and rendered unconscious. It was 
several hours before I regained my senses 
and discovered a short distance away a 
prospector's cabin. I could not walk, being 
badly bruised and frozen, but after a prayer 
that I might die I dragged myself tu the 
cabin, where I was attended by the pros- 
pector. My companion I did not see after 
the starting of the avalanche, and he is 
surely lost.’” 

Searching parties have endeavored to find 
Bradley’s companion, but as yet the body 
has not been recovered.

PHOTOGRAPHING IN COLORS. 


Excellent Results Said to Have Been 
Obtained from Professor Lipp- 
man’s Process. 


London, Dec. 20.--Professor Lippman of 
Paris has given an interesting lecture be- 
fore the Photographic society in London on 
the process‘of photographing objects in hat- 
ural colors. He declares that he has solved 
the problem of directly fixing colors with 
single exposure. 

After the sensitive side of the plate or film 
has been rendered grainless and transparent 
it is brought into contact with a metallic 
mirror. The contact is effected by a falling 
slide from behind with mercury, which, 
after the exposure, is let down into a reser- 
voir, the plate being taken out for develop- 
ment, which is managed in the ordinary 
way. The result is a negative upon which, 
as the process of drying goes on, the colors 
appear true and bright in proportior as the 
exposure and development have been cor- 
rect. ' Several specimens were shown, and 
the effect obtained was excellent.

Company Calls Attention to the Fact 
That Holiday Week Crowds 
the Line. 


The telephone company reminds users of 
telephones that during the holiday week 
more calls are made than at any other time 
in the year. Lines which are called for 
are therefore likely to be found busy.

JUDGE RAKES HUMANE SOCIETY 


Horton Complains That Too Many 
Horses Are Smooth Shod—Pres- 
ident Shortall Explains. 


Judge Horton, while securing a jury yester- 
day, rebuked the Humane society for the 
large number of smooth shod horses pulling 
heavy loads onthestreets. John Holmquist, 
one of the veniremen, had pleaded he was a 
horseshoer and busy as an excuse for not 
serving on the jury. 

‘Well, if you will see that the overloaded 
teams I see upon the streets daily are all 
well shod I will let you go,’’ said his Honor. 
‘‘ If I had the power I would punish some of 
these societies for neglecting their duties. 
Every day of my life I see teams overloaded 
with coal. Horses and mules unshod are 
compellel to haul loads far beyond their 
strength. It is an outrage that needs atten- 
tion.”’ 

But the man was not excused. 

John G. Shortall, President of the Humane 
society, said last night it was unreasonable 
to expect all the horses to be shod at once. 
The horseshoers could not accommodate 
those who were willing to have it done, and 
the agents of the society could not instantly 
discover those who were naturally and will- 
fully remiss and compel them to have tite 
work done. The same conditions arose at 
the beginning of every winter. He did not 
think Judge Horton was justified in his re- 
marks,

VETERANS MAKE A NEW OFFER. 


Submit to Library Board a Plan for a 
Thirty-five Year Lease and Ad- 
ditional Service. 


A thirty-five-year lease, with heat, light, 
janitor service, and repairs thrown in, is 
what the Grand Army people now demand 
of the Library board. Heretofore the con- 
tention has been for forty years as the period 
of lease; with heat and light furnished. But 
when subcommittees from the two bodies 
got together yesterday afternvon the les- 
sees had a new proposition to make. They 
were ready to shorten the term five years, 
but demanded that the janitor service and 
repairs be assumed by the board. 

The meeting, called at 3:30 p. m., was held 
in President A. F. Hatch’s office, and con- 
tinucd until nearly 6 o’clock. Representing 
the Library board were President A. F. 
Hatch, Dr. John B. Hamilton, and R. 8. Mc- 
Cormick. From the Memorial Hall associa- 
tion E. A. Blodgett, Judge Frank Baker, 
Major L. B. Copeland, Colonel H. 8. Diet- 
rich, Kirk Hawes, and F. A. Riddle were 
present. The object of their coming together 
was to agree upon a settlement of the long 
dispute, but instead the fight seems to have 
been opened anew. 

Having no intimation that the association 
had any intention of throwing twv more 
items of expense upon their shoulders the 
board committeemen were somewhat taken 
by surprise. 

As to the time specified, President Hatch 
and Mr. McCormick held to their former 
position that twenty-five years was plenty 
long enough, while Dr. Hamilton thought 
they could safely afford to split the differ- 
ence and make it thirty. The proposition 
was left with them to lay before the board 
at its monthly meeting next Friday. 

As they were leaving the room Mr. Mc- 
Cormick said that inasmuch as the youngest 
veteran is now 50 years old, in twenty-five 
years he will be 75 and have no use for the 
hall.’ Mr. Riddle, who overheard the remark, 
exclaimed in reply to it: ‘* You may think 
£0, but we will never accept twenty-five 
years.”’ 

President Hatch declined to make any 
predictions as to what he thought the board 
would do, saying the questions of janitor 
service and repairs had never before been 
brought into the controversy.

The lost baby has been located. 

The Palmer House register of the day bore 
the signatures of H. P. Loveland and L. P. 
Reinhart, Peru, Ind., the first an attorney, 
the latter the father of the babe which may 
bring happiness to one household and woe to 
another. Attorney Loveland conferred with 
A. L. Gettys, attorney for Mrs. J. E. Burke, 
3125 Wentworth avenue, and has promised 
that Mr. Gettys would interview the present 
possessor of the baby before going to his 
office in the Tacoma Building today and that 
he probably would have an opportunity to 
see the child or at least its supposititious 
mother. 

Mr. Loveland says if the child can be re- 
stored to him without the supposititious 
father being the wiser he and its mother, 
Nellie Dart, and Mr. Reinhart, the father, 
will be satisfied. But they will take no part 
in substituting another child in the young 
broker’s home and so continue the decep- 
tion practiced upon him. 

‘*I shall take no action looking to the pun- 
ishment of those who are responsible for the 
child’s concealment,”’ declared Mr. Love- 
land, “if the mother consents to its return. 
The law is plain. The child cannot be 
adopted until after the mother has had a 
year in which to reclaim it. No man hasa 
right to turn over an infant to a woman 
without keeping a record of its disposal.

OF THE UNITED STATES. 


American Bankers Loaning Big Money 
in Europe at Higher Prices 
than Here. 


Washington,D. C., Dec. 20.—George M. Cof- 
fin, acting Controller of the Currency, finds 
in the present transactions resulting from 
the sales of our crops abroad an answer to 
the Bryan silverite argument that the 
United States allows itself to be financially 
dependent upon Européan nations. Mr. Cof- 
fin. calls attention to the cheaper rates now 
existing of interest in New York and in the 
chief financial centers of Europe. 

“On Friday in New York,’ Mr. Coffin 
said, ‘‘ money could be borrowed on two or 
three months’ time at 2% per cent per an- 
num, while in London the market rate was 
3 per cent, and as high as 4% per cent in 
Berlin, Hamburg, and Frankfort. This dif- 
ference explains why the United States Is 
not importing gold in settlement of the 
enormous excess in value of exports cver 
that of imports. American bankers and 
ethers, to whom this large balance of trade 
is due, prefer to lend out their money in 
Europe at rates of interest higher than 
they can get at home to importing the gold, 
which would further increase the supply of 
money in America and lower the rate of 
interest here. This condition of affairs is all 
the more remarkable in face of the fact that 
large sums of money are needed just now for 
moving our wheat, corn, and cotton crops, 
and that $229,000,000 of currency is locked up 
in the United States Treasury balances. 

“Two things it shows beyond question 
are: First, that there is a superabundance 
of currency in the country, and, second, that 
when the United States is lending enormous 
sums of money to other great commercial 
nations of the world, its financial inde- 
pendence is already achieved, and this with- 
out the consent of any other nation.”

‘MORE INTEREST IN MAY. 


DECEMBER DEAL TEMPORARILY IS 
THE BACKGROUND, 


Deferred Future Makes an Almost 
Straightaway Advance of Two 
Cents and Closes Firm at Top Prices 
Strength in All the Outside Mar- 
kets—Big Decrease in the Corn Vis- 
ible and a Generally Broader Trade 
—Gossip of the Day. 


The December wheat deal was in a sense 
pushed to the background yesterday in the 
interest developed in the May future. May 
wheat steadily gained ground from an open- 
ing a shade below the close of Saturday, 
and the last prices of the day showed a net 
advance of 1%c.* The range was made by 
the opening and closing prices, 0244@94\c.

An English View of the Money Ques- 
tion—Opposed to Class Leg- 
islation. 


Chicago, Dec. 20.—[Editor of The Tribune.] 


—In view of the position which Tae TRIBUNE’ } 


has taken in opposition to the schemes for 
turning over the control of the currency to 
a favored class, to be manipulated in behalf’ 
of class interests, you may be interested in a 
letter from one of the leading economists of 
England, a copy of which letter, recently 
received, Iinclose herewith. H. H, Swan. 


Profeasor H. 8. Foxwell of Cambridge and 
London Universities is one of the foremost 
authorities in Europe on monetary sciences. 
His views on bank currency hardly agree 
with those of certain American professors 
whose opinions the Monetary commission is 
industriously circulating. 

In answer to a request from a Chicago 
gentleman for an expression on this subject 
Professor Foxwell writes in a private letter 
as follows: 

“As to the national reserve, I am very 
strongly and clearly of opinion that you 
should never intrust the management of this 


reserve to a-body of money-lenders. You | 


cannot safely do so, The real interest of 
the ordinary banker is often opposed to that 
of the mercantile and productive classes; 
and even when this is not the case the habits 
of the banker induce a narrowness of mind 
which often leads him to think he can fur 
ther his interest by practices and by a policy 
which injure production and trade. You 
cannot have a better example of this than 
the persistent effort of the banking class 
to bring about an appreciation of money 
and a fall of prices. Again, they often profit 
by high rates of discount, which strangle 
business. 1 remembér, too, once lecturing 
in the City of London on markets, and show- 
ing that thelr true function was to level 
fluctuations of price ana give steady, con- 
tinuous values. An organ of the banking 
class! held this up to scorn. * We live by 
fluctuations,’ it exclaimed. It was much as 
if a doctor had said it was not his business 
to remove disease because he lives by dis- 
ease; but it shows ‘the narrow, greedy tem- 
per which is-apt to be induced by the habit 
of dealing in money. 

“The constitution of our great Bank of 
England’ fortunately places ita government 
in the hands of the leading merchants of 
London, and expressly inclu bankers as 
ineligible. The directors. of the bank are 
men of public spirit; wide fo Bh and various 
experience, who rule the bank 
interest, They are £06 ; not. elected, by 
the shareholders. nee the difficulty 
is solved by making the President a state

may suit their operations and interest. 


* “ When we consider that a small syndicate . 


(Morgan, Rothschild, etc.) was able to re- 
verse the natural current of exchange be- 
tween Europe and New York we see what 
enormous powers of manipulation the mon- 
eyed interest has under our artificially re- 
stricted gold system. I do not for a moment 
insinuate that this syndicate abused its power 
in its private interest. It undertook to 
manipulate the exchange in the interest of 
the United States, and, so far as I know, did 
80 publicty and honestly. But it is obvieus 
that what they then did for ‘the govern- 
ment they can do any day for themselves. 
It is notorious that the markets are manipu- 
lated to serve private interests. We cannot 
have too much publicity and too broad a 
basis In all that relates to money. 

“I think you ought to have a national 
bank in the United States ‘and abolish the 
banking and monetary functions of the 
Treasury. There should not be too maay 
_diréctors—say twenty, all of whom should be 
known to the public and should be repfe- 
sentative men. I do not see why one or two 
bankers should not be admitted, but only 


one ortwo. The rest should represent great. 


national interests. I think there is a greats 
deal to be said for the combination of pri- 


vate and public character which we see in~ 


the three great European banks of England, 
France, and Germany. These are things, 
however, which are not made but grow, 
and I quite see it might be difficult to found 
such an institution right off. Yet you want 
it badly, and you will want it still more if 
you are to.introduce any change of system in 
the direction of bimetallism. The private 
banks. will do all in their power—and their 
power is immense—to wreck your system. 
You will have the villany of 1803 repeated. 
Aim, then, at creating one great national 
institution which may be trusted to act in 
the public interest, and confide to this Inst!- 
tution, as soon as private rights can be 
equitably bought out, the whole regulation 
of a national note issue. Let it also act as” 
the government banker, keep the govern- 
ment account, receive the revenue, and 
make all out-payments for the government.”
